Here is the text sent to Press Agencies of the world, by the Swedish Journalist 
Photographer, PER-OLOW ANDERSON, who went to Port-Said a few hours after the City was 
"policed' C?) fc>y the Anglo-French forces which invaded Egypt under pretence of restoring peace. 

•"‘November 6, 1956-*'My eye witness story would not be a very nice story to tell 
children of the world. If it can be called a 'Police action' what the French and British 
troops have done to the Egyptians, then there is no place for the word "humanity" in 
their Dictionaries.- Few hours after cease-fire was declared, 1 entered the City of Port-Said 
and found a burning smoking inferno. I met children in the bombed out houses and among 
the ruins, searching for their parents. I saw parents, they too, were searching with bleeding 
hands in the wreckage that were left of their homes, to find their killed children. I saw 
the thousands of dead bodies in smoldering smoking ruins, in the backyards of the few 
hospitals that were still left; two hospitals completely blown up containing some nine hundred 
patients altogether.- Is this to be called 'Police action’ to fly along the streets machinegun- 
ning into every house as well as the streets ? | call it terror and murder. 

if you want to see my pictures, please call on International News Photos who has my material, the 
pictures and the story that British Officers tried to stop me from getting out of Port-Said.— I was smuggled out 
of that hell so that the whole world may know what happened in Port-Said. 

It is a shame for England and a . black spot which can never be cleaned 
off. I have been a war photographer since the civil war in Spain, and it Is hard 
for me to find any comparison to Port-Said ^horror and terror^ against civilians. 

British Officers in the Port-Said area claimed that only small damage was done 
to civilians and their property. So do the so-called French and British war correspondents. 
I met and talked to some British Officers; they were never allowed to the terrible bombed 
areas by the P. R. O.- They never had a chance to speak to the population that had been 
so cruelly hurl.- The Israeli correspondent would naturally never give a true picture. That 
is why some Officers offered to send me to Cyprus for developing my pictures. I had been 
with the people of Port-Said and got all these details from Doctors In the hospitals, the 
Commander of the fire brigade and the men and women in the streets. I had seen the 
bodies of the civilians, children as well as women with the holes in their backs as they had 
been shot whilst running away. Six blocks of woodhouses were fire-bombed in Gamil area, 
and in the ruins among all other buildings I counted two hundred seventy dead carried 
away in the two hours 1 was there.- There is not much more to say; it could never be put 
into words. But my pictures of the father over his dead little daughter, and the wounded 
mother holding her dead little baby are documents that will never be forgotten.

Even now when they are 
prepared to quit Egypt only nineteen offences involving civilian life and 
property are on the books. However, there will be no question of a court 
case. 

On the road the British soldier has been a seeker after lost children and 


a settler of Arab duels. His gentle British justice would have made 
Western world proud. When French paratroopers murdered two tmarmxt 
Egyptiaa boys aged 12 arid H years,- theTBritUh soldier arranged the funeral. 
If this campaign stinks in some quarters it is no fimlt obthe British service- 
man. ^ " 

If Whitehall claims that only 100 Egyptians died In the fighting while 
we know the figure U over, 1,000 let none blame the British soldier. He 
killed because He was ordered to and he is not ashamed".
